ORDER
The matter is before the Commission upon a motion filed September 22, 2017, by
Monroe County Water District (“Monroe District”) to take witness testimony by deposition
or, in the alternative, to take witness testimony on a separate day of hearing. In support
of its motion, Monroe District stated that its witness, Melissa A. Melton was unavailable
to attend the September 27, 2017 hearing and asked that she be permitted to testify by
deposition or, alternatively, for the Commission to schedule a separate day of hearing for
the purpose of taking Ms. Melton’s testimony. The Attorney General and Commission did
not object to Monroe District's motion at the hearing on September 27, 2017, but stated
that a deposition would not allow the Commissioners to ask Ms. Melton questions.
Having reviewed the motion and being otherwise sufficiently advised, the
Commission finds that the hearing that began on September 27, 2017, will continue on
October 25, 2017, at 9:00 a.m. Eastern Daylight Time. The Commission also finds that
Monroe District's motion to take witness testimony on a separate day of hearing should

be granted.



IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that:

1. A hearing in this matter shall be held on Wednesday, October 25, 2017, at
9:00 a.m. Eastern Daylight Time, in Hearing Room 1 of the Commission’s offices at 211
Sower Boulevard, Frankfort, Kentucky.

2. Monroe District shall publish notice of the scheduled hearing in accordance
with 807 KAR 5:001, Section 9(2)(b), no more than 21 days and no less than seven days
before the day of the scheduled hearing. In addition, the notice of hearing shall include
the following statement: “This hearing will be streamed live and may be viewed on the
PSC website, psc.ky.gov.”

- The official record of these proceedings shall be by digital video recording
only.

4. Any request to cancel or postpone this hearing shall be made by motion

filed with the Commission at least one week before the hearing is scheduled to
